Fullback Tom Perkins leads the 
Warriors in the individual scoring 
race with 24 points on the strength 
of two touchdowns in the St. John’s 

` Junior Varsity game plus single- 
tons in both the Annandale game 
and the Falls Church game, 


Halfback Don Gardiner, the War- 
riors’ leading scoring man from 
last season who missed consider- 
able action in the first two games, 
now has amassed 18 points. Gard- 
iner has accumulated this runnerup 
total on the basis of touchdown 
runs in thé Annandale and Falls 
Chureh games plus a pair of extra 
Points in the St. John’s Jayvee tilt, 
a trio of placements in the Annan- 
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dale contest, and another extra 
point last Saturday against Falls 
Church, 

Four others, Dave Mohrhardt, 
Mert McGill, Joe Morris, and John 
Booth, have also scored touchdowns 
for the Warriors during the first 
four games of the 1954 campaign. 
The two other points needed to bal- 
ance out the total of 68, came from’ 
a safety registered against the St. 
John's Jayvees.

| seems impressive enough in itself, 
|head coach Johnson and his staff 
comprising backfield coach Bill 
Edmondson, line coach Walt 
Schulte, and junior varsity coach 
ts Blue, all tend to agree that the
